the Confederate soldier during his 
struggle for Southern independence; 
and Whereas, the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Colored 
People has called for a boycott of 
South Carolina because the honor- 
able Confederate battle flag flies 
above her State House; Therefore, 



be it resolved on this 3 1 st day of July 
in the year of our Lord 1999 in con- 
vention assembled in Mobile, Ala, die 
Son of Confederate Veterans rejects 
this boycott and encourages all to re- 
spect historic symbols of Southern 
heritage such as the Confederate 
battle flag.

"Kinsman of Famous Manson Jolly 
now Serving with Uncle Sam's 
Army: Descendant of Confederate 
who Probably Killed Off More Yan- 
kees than Any Other South Carolin-

General George Marshall may 
not know it, but one of the young 
men now wearing the uniform of the 



United States Army is a descendant 
of a certain Confederate gentleman 
who probably killed off more Yan- 
kees than any other South Carolin- 
ian before or since. 

The young man is Pvt 
Lawrence Henry Jolly, who last week 
graduated from the Quartermaster 
Motor Transport School at Fort 
McPherson, Ga. He is the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Manson S. Jolly of Route 
2, Pendleton, SC, Not far distant from 
the present Manson Jolly home 
stands another home by the same 
name, but long ago converted into a 
tenant house. Here once lived the 
famous Manson Jolly of reconstruc- 
tion days, the unsurrendered Con- 
federate who became the champion 
of the oppressed, and later the hero 
of the novel "A Maid of the Foot- 



hills. 
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If Pvt, Lawrence Henry Jolly 
makes as good a soldier for General 
Marshall as Manson Jolly did for 
General Lee, then he's destined to 
carve a fancy swath in the war that 

may be just over the horizon.

Chronicle, "Tells 'rest of the story' 
of slavery 1 * 

I read with interest the July 28 
article entitled "Colonial Williams- 

■ 

burg says slavery program impor- 
tant. 1 * The program called "Enslav- 
ing Virginia" was also given cover- 
age on the July 29 "Today Show." 
Since they've brought it up, 1 hope 
they will eventually tell the whole 
story. 

In August 1619, a ship was 
forced ashore at Jamestown, Va., by 
bad weather. John Rolfe noted the 
captain and crew were a scurvy and 
disreputable lot and had aboard 20 
Africans, stolen from a ship bound 
for Brazil, that they wished to trade 
for food and supplies. The Virgin- 
ians, wanting to get rid of the pirate/ 
smugglers, paid the price and the 20 
Africans came ashore, not as slaves 
but as indentured servants. 

Many of us in the South can 
trace our ancestry hack to an inden- 
tured servant, desperate to get away 
from the misery in Europe, who al- 
lowed someone to pay his or her way 
to the new world. After a period of 
servitude tile indentured servant 
was given freedom papers and, ac- 
cording to law, as much as 40 acres 
of land. This system gave hope to 
the hopeless. 

These 20 Africans probably 
never knew what a blessing the storm 
was that blew them ashore at 
Jamestown. Make no mistake about 
it, these 20 Africans were not slaves 
for slavery was not allowed at 
Jamestown. 

One of these Africans, now re- 
membered by the name Anthony 
Johnson, must have been an indus- 
trious, hardworking man because by 
1623 (only 4 years after his arrival) 
he had earned his freedom. He mar- 
ried another of the 20, Isabella. Their 
son William, the first black child 
born in the new world, was chris- 
tened in the Church of England 

In 1650, Virginia's population 
was about 30,000, of whom 300 were 
blacks These were no more slaves 
than the 4,000 white indentured ser- 
vants who worked off their passage 
to the new world. 

The first judicial approval of 
"life servitude" (i.e., slavery) in Vir- 
ginia other than for a crime was in 
1654 When Anthony Johnson of 
Northampton County convinced a 
court that he was entitled to the life- 
time services of John Casor, a black.

Compatriot Johnnie Bates (pic- 
tured above in Confederate shirt) as- 
sists in removing the bones of an uiu 
dentified Confederate sailor. This par- 
ticular skeleton, one of 27 discovered 
at the site, was under the floor of the 
Brigadier Room, a concrete block 
club/media room that is itself unde 
the west stands of Johnson Hagood 
Stadium. Several concrete piers sup- 
porting stadium girders were poured 
directly in the cemetery. This room is 
actually built around one of these gird- 
ers. Johnnie was present on practi- 
cally every day of the dig, finding such 
artifacts as a broken headstone with 
no lettering and the remains of a Con- 
federate sailor with North Carolina 
buttons. 

A very sweaty and dirty Compa- 
triot Bill Webber took a break near 
the uncovered grave of a Confeder- 
ate sailor Behind him was one of the 
concrete pads that help support the 
stadium stands. There may be addi- 
tional bodies under these pads but until 
Johnson Hagood Stadium is torn 
down and replaced, we won't know 
for sure. Compatriot Webber sifted 
dirt from the dig area. Every single 
bucket of displaced soil was sifted for 
artifacts, bone fragments, and pieces 
of wood. This was one of the less 
glamorous aspects of this type of 
work but one that had to be done. Bill 
is a tireless worker who gladly lends 
a hand wherever he is needed. He 
took a two-week leave of absence 
from his job to participate in the dig. 

Compatriot Johnnie Bates as- 
sisted in the removal of yet another 
set of remains. 

Compatriot Randy Stewart also 
participated in the dig for several days 
and Compatriot Joe Knight spent sev- 
eral afternoons there taking pictures.
